_-—-* PAY RATES FOR SELECTED CITY JOBS IN JULY,1948 


Early in October, 1948, the International City Managers! Association sent a 
Ld follow-up inquiry to the officials of the cities under 100,000 who had reported 
a data on pay rates for e0 positions last January. These officials were asked to re- 
A port changes made during the first six months of 1948, including changes effective 
Ts on July 1, 1948. At the same time the Civil Service cee Ly sent out a similar 
follow-up inquiry to the cities over 100,000. Returns were received from all but 
three of the 100 cities listed in MIS Report No, 51 issucd in April,1948, and the 
information is summarized below. For the cities reporting pay changes the old 
and new pay rates are tabulated, 


Pay Changes. The reporting cities apparently were more inclined to raise 
wages in 1948 than they were in 1947. Sixty-one per cent of the 97 reporting 
cities raised pay during the first half of 1948, as compared with only 47 per cent 
of 95 reporting cities raising pay during the first half of 1947. But the pay 
trends indicated in MIS Report No. 51 for the second half of 1947 continued on into 
the first half of 1948. At that time, more cities raised the wages of firemen, 
policemen, and certain labor groups than raised the salaries of junior profession- 
al employees and certain skilled office workers, But in 1948 the discrepancy be- 
tween the top and bottom group was narrowed somewhat - more cities, relatively, 
were raising the office workers' pay.

Method Used in Raising Pay. Officials of cities under 100,000 were asked to 
indicate whether the pay increases during the first half of 1948 applied to all 
employees including department heads and the method used to make the increases, A 
few cities over 100,000 supplied similar information to the Civil Service Assembly, 


1. Flat Amount Per Month for Regular Employees and Also for Hourly Rate 
Workers. Eugene, Ore., $15; Beloit, Wis., $15 and 7 centa to hourly employees; 
Bend, Ore., $25; Bridgeport, Conn,, $20; Cambridge, Mass., at least $16, 66; 
Covington, Ky., $31; Cushing, Okla., $25; Detroit, Mich.,$17.33 and 10 cents to 
hourly employees; Hartford, Conn., $5 per week; Madison, Wis,, $5.50 to $8.80; 
Marquette, Mich., $10; Seattle, Wash,, $10; Traverse City, Mich. , $5-$10-$15-$20; 
Wheeling, W. Va., $40 ana 10 cents to hourly employees; and Winnetka, I1l., $15. 
La Tuque, Quebec, raised all employees 10 cents per hour, Mamaroneck, N. Y., 
applied a graduated salary adjustment to all wages, ranging from $16.66 to $20.83 
per month. Marquette, Wheeling, and Winnetka previously raised salaries by flat 
amounts during the second half of 1947 (MIS Report No, 51, p. 172). 


2. Percentage Increases. Three cities, Auburn, Me, ; Berkeley, Calif.; and 
Durham, N. C,, raised salaries and wages by 5 per cent. Flint, Mich., expects a 
6 per cent increase to be retroactive to July 1, 1948, 


3. New Compensation Plans, Four cities raised the pay of some or all of 
their employees when new position classification and pay plans became effective: 
Boulder, Colo.; Fargo, N. D.; University City, Mo., $15 per month on February 1 
and $5 to $10 a month on July 1 for most employees; Watertown, N. Y., a $200 cost- 
of-living adjustment on July 1. 


Changes in the Work Week. Hight cities reduced the length of the work week 
during the first six months of 1948: Ft. Lauderdale, Fla,, a five-day work week 
without loss in working time; Berkeley, Calif,, cut policemen from 44 to 40 hours, 
Sewickley, Pa., policemen from 54 to 48; Boulder, Colo,, policemen from 63 to 60, 
laborers 48 to 44, and office employees 40 to 38; and Phoenix, Ariz., reduced the 
work week for firemen; and Cushing, Okla., and University City, Mo., for office 
workers, 


Changes in Vacation Leave. Six cities increased the yearly vacation leave: 
Cedartown, Ga., started a six-dey vacation for laborers, while Boulder, Colo,, 
raised the laborers' vacation from 6 to 15 days, Verdun, Que., clerical employ- 
ees receive 21 days leave after 15 years of service and public works employees 
14 days after three years of service; previously the annual leave was 14 days 
and 7 days respectively, regardless of length of service. Pasadena, Calif., 
adopted a similar plan of 15 days vacation after 15 years of service for all 
employees. University City,Mo,, grants laborers one day vacation for every month 
worked, Similarly Durham, N. C., allows hourly employees 100 vacation hours with 
pay if they worked 2,000 hours during the prior year. 


Pay Ghanges Reported by Individual Cities. Only the cities reporting changes 
in pay rates during the first half of 1948 up to and including July 1 are listed 
below, the first column showing the beginning and top salary in January, 1948, and 
the second column the beginning and top salary as of July 1,1948. The pay rates 
are on a monthly basis except where the letter "w" follows the pay rate, which in-— 
dicates weekly pay, "h" hourly rate, and "4" daily rate. For a brief descriptién
